Boy Admits 


Arson In 


Mill Valley 


A 10-year-old Mill Valley boy 
skipped school yesterday and set 
a fire in a neig hbor’s g arag e, 
the second deliberate house fire 
he has started in less than a 
month. 
Admitting the f i r e , which 
caused about $500 damag e to a 
wall and contents of the g arag e 
of Mrs. Lucille De Fremery of 
16 4 Locust Av enue, the boy was 
taken by police to J uv enile Hall 
on a charg e of arson. 
The boy told officers he left 
home to catch a bus to attend 
the Three-R School in San Ra­ 
fael but decided he was “ too 
tired” and went instead to the 
Park School playg round. 
He entered the De Fremery 
g arag e at about 10:15 a.m., he 
said, and spotted a can of char­ 
coal lig hter fluid. He sprinkled 
f l u i d on newspapers, lig hted 
them and walked out, shutting 
the door behind him. There was 
no one at home at the De Frem­ 
ery residence. 
The boy was eating lunch when 
he heard the fire trucks g oing 
to the fire. 
On J uly 2 the same boy ad­ 
mitted to. police d r o p p i n g 
matches to start three fires in 
the home of Wilbur T. Bolstad at 
19 8 Locust Av enue while the 
Bolstads were camping on Rus­ 
sian Riv er. Damag e to the Bol­ 
stad residence was estimated at 
$5,000. 
The boy also admitted start­ 
ing two g rass fires during the 
last six months, one at 18 5 Lo­ 
cust Av enue. 
He was taken to 
J uv enile Hall after the Bolstad

Shoot Up Hotel Lobby 


PARIS (UPD — Three masked 
g unmen shot open and rifled 
jewelry showcases in the lobby 
of the fashionable Plaza-Athenee 
hotel early today and then killed 
a cab driv er with a stray shot 
while escaping from pursuing 
police. 
Police Commissioner J e a n 
Morin said the stolen jewels, 
most of them from the showcase 
of New York jeweler Harry Win­ 
ston, were worth about a half 
million dollars.

In another turbulent dev elop­ 
ment, jeering Vietnamese stu­ 
dents today tore down statues of 
France’s war dead while un­ 
armed police stood by. The stu­ 
dents were protesting ag ainst 
France’s call for neutralization 
of Southeast Asia. It was the 
second anti-French demonstra­ 
tion this month. Earlier, rioting 
students sacked the French em­ 
bassy. 
“ The (South) Vietnamese g ov ­ 
ernment is free in its actions,” 
Khanh said when he was asked 
about the possibility of striking 
to the north without U.S. con­ 
sent. 
“ We are an independent g ov ­ 
ernment,” he said. 
Khanh said that a northward 
strike by his forces should be 
called “ defense, a counter-at­ 
tack.” 
“ When one uses the word at­ 
tack, one implies that one is an 
ag g ressor,” he explained, adding 
that the Communists are the 
only ag g ressors in Vietnam. 
The Vietnamese leader held an 
impromptu news conference at 
his office following a call by U.S. 
Ambassador Maxwell Taylor and 
Admiral U.S. Grant Sharp, new 
U.S. supreme commander in the 
Pacific. 
Khanh has been pushing a 
“ march north” campaig n for the 
last 10 days, althoug h reliable 
Saig on sources say Taylor has 
asked him to soft-pedal the idea. 
Khanh denied today that he has 
differences with the U n i t e d 
States on this or any other sub­ 
ject.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. UP)- 
The Rang er 7 spacecraft rock­ 
eted toward the moon on a pho­ 
tog raphic mission t o d a y and 
successfully cleared early hur­ 
dles on the planned quarter-mil- 
lion-mile journey. 
Rang er 7’s assig nment is to 
trav el 228 ,522 miles to the moon 
in 6 9 hours and take more than 
4,000 close-up pictures of areas 
where American astronauts may 
land in 19 6 9 .

Council Blocks 


New Buildings 
On Waterfront 


The San Rafael City Council 
last night ordered a crackdown 
on issuance of permits to build 
in an East San Rafael area 
which has inadequate sewer, wa­ 
ter and drainage facilities. 


Asked for guidance by the city 
planning commission, council- 
men voted to order all city 
aides that no permit, either for 
temporary or permanent build­ 
ing, will be issued until these 
problems are solved. 


Involved is a quarter-mile of 
tideland near the Marin Rod and 
Gun Club, east of the road to the 
Richmond-San Rafael Bridge. 


Councilmen agreed that they 
needed no new ordinance to 
crack down, but merely had to 
resume enforcement of existing 
ordinances. 


With a trace of bitterness, 
Mayor John F. Mclnnis recalled, 
“ We said five years ago there 
would be no building out there 
until we got these things cleared 
up. Now there must be a dozen 
buildings.” 
City Engineer Dominic Selrni 
was told to relay the ruling to 
the planning commission when it 
meets tonight. Asked for his 
opinion as to how permits had 
been issued in spite of the coun­ 
cil’s previous intentions, Selmi 
replied that planning commis­ 
sioners “ felt sorry” for various 
applicants who sought to build 
in the area.

On Parking 


San Rafael city councilmen 
had to throw out the lower of 
two bids last night for sale of 
$250,000 parking district bonds to 
f i n a n c e double-decking two 
downtown parking lots, but they 
agreed to award the contract to 
the other firm rather than call 
for bids again. 
Afterwards, they signed a con­ 
tract for the actual construction, 
and agreed to modify one phase 
of the job in hope of cutting 
some $24,000 from the total cost. 
Contract for the bonds went to 
Merrill Lynch, Pierce, Fenner 
and Smith of San Francisco, 
whose bid included a net inter­ 
est rate of 1.46 per cent. 
The council waited more than 
30 minutes after the bids were 
opened so bond consultants could 
check the figures. But council­ 
men were warned by a repre­ 
sentative of Stone and Young- 
berg, parking district financial 
consultants, before the compu­ 
tations began that the low bid­ 
der, Dean Witter and Co. of San 
Francisco, appeared to have 
made a fatal mistake. 
Through a clerical error, Wit- 
ter’s schedule of interest rates 
through a period of years failed 
to conform to the city’s technical 
specifications. Councilmen were 
warned this was something that 
could not be waived. 
Since a new call for bids 
would slow the project’s timeta­ 
ble, and would also give bidders 
advance knowledge of the fig­ 
ures submitted the first time, 
council men quickly agreed to 
award the contract to the other 
firm.

MOSCOW (lIPIi—Premier Niki­ 
ta S. Khrushchev today told 
British Foreign Secretary K. A. 
Butler the Soviet Union is will­ 
ing to take a softer line on a 
treaty banning the spread of 
nuclear weapons, r e l i a b l e 
sources said. 
Khrushchev’s new willingness 
to talk about the treaty despite 
the West’s proposals for a multi­ 
lateral nuclear force (MLF) 
emerged as the chief result of 
his hour and 45 minutes talk 
with Butler, the sources said.

Novato Hills Will Lose Tops

The weakness o f the 
present co nstitu tio n is that the 
legislatu re and co u rts them­ 
selv es can, by new law and 
interpretatio n o f law, ro b the 
peo ple o f their rights. 
Thu s, the members o f the 
co mmissio n hav e a grav e re­ 
spo nsibility to the peo ple o f 
the state. 
They can co me u p with a 
co nserv ativ e, mo derate o r an 
ex tra liberal co nstitu tio n mere­ 
ly thro u gh cho ice o f wo rds. 
Ho wev er, the jo b o f the co m­ 
missio n is to present a do cu ­ 
ment that will, in the final 
sense o f the wo rd, co ntinu e 
the gu arantees citizens v o ted 
to themselv es back in 1879, no 
mo re, no less.

The French president pro ­ 
po sed at his seco nd news co n­ 
ference o f 1984 the neu traliza­ 
tio n o f all So u theast Asia, in­ 
clu ding Vietnam. It was an o ld 
idea. 
He had pro po sed it at his 
first news co nference o f 1964 
last Janu ary . The United States 
bru shed o ff the idea then. It’s 
bru shing it o ff no w. 


THE TROUBLE was that 10 
y ears ago 14 natio ns at Genev a 
reached an agreement su p­ 
po sed to keep So u theast Asia 
peacefu l. It’s been any thing 
bu t. 
Washingto n's v iew was, and 
is, that Red China and the 
No rth Vietnamese bro ke the 
agreement. So why think a new 
agreement wo u ld be o bserv ed? 
France had held Indo china 
as a co lo ny since the 19th 
Centu ry and sho wed no signs 
o f granting independence u ntil 
so me Indo chinese go t fed u p. 


SOME OF THEM, Co mmu ­ 
nist-led u nder Ho Chi Minh, 
fo u ght the French fo r sev en 
and o ne-half y ears and finally 
wrecked them in 1953. 
This was hu miliatio n fo r the 
French who had to be bailed 
o u t in two wo rld wars. No w 
u nder de Gau lle, they aspire to 
wo rld leadership again. 
The Genev a agreement div id­ 
ed Vietnam into no rth and 
so u th, with Chi Minh still in 
charge in the n o r t h . The 
French pu lled o u t. 
The No rth Vietnamese de­ 
cided to take o v er So u th Viet­ 


nam, which needed help to su r­ 
v iv e. The United States stepped 
in and has been helping o u t 
since. 


IT SEEMS CLEAR fro m this 
histo ry that if there was a new 
agreement 
and 
the 
United 
States pu lled o u t, the No rth 
Vietnamese wo u ldn’t let peace 
last lo ng. 
This time — adding a new 
to u ch — de Gau lle wants the 
United States, France, Ru ssia 
and Red China to gu arantee 
the peace. 
De Gau lle’s pro po sals o n 
So u theast Asia su ggest he can’t 
reco ncile himself to the tho u ght 
that France sho u ld, o r mu st, 
keep its no se o u t o f Asia per­ 
manently .

Millan (D-Los Angeles). 


Jennings and Williamson as­ 
sert that the crankcase smog 
devices are costly, expensive to 
maintain, and are harmful to 
the engine. They presented their 
grievances in a series of three 
a r t i c l e s in the Independent- 
Journal six weeks ago. 


Last week, they engaged in a 
radio debate over station KTIM 
with Donald A. Jensen, execu­ 
tive officer of the State Motor 
Vehicle Pollution Control Board, 
and D. J. Caliaghan, Bay Area 
air pollution control officer. Jen­ 
sen insisted that the crankcase 
devices are not harmful to the 


engine and even help engine 
performance if properly install­ 
ed and maintained.

Cou ncilmen asked that a citi­ 
zen committee, headed by Man­ 
tegani and to be appointed by 
May or Gordon W. Strawbridge, 
seek an immediate solu tion to 
the city ’s hou sing problem while 
also considering what long-range 
city hall needs will be.

Reno, long called the “ divorce 
capital of the world,” has be­ 
come also the center of a multi­ 
million dollar industry at the 
opposite end of the spectrum. 
In fact, marriage licenses out­ 
number divorce decrees five to 
one. But the around-the-clock 
marriage industry is not over­ 
flowing with bliss. 


FOR THE ORGANIZED clergy 
has accused wedding chapel op­ 
erators of “ degrading and com­ 
mercializing the marriage rite.” 
The operators, most themselves 
ministers, reply that denomina­ 
tional preachers are angry “ be­ 
cause they feel we are cashing 
in on something.” 
Chapels dot Reno. They offer 
24-hour non-denominational ser­ 
vices with plastic bridal bou­ 
quets for those who don't want 
fresh flowers, piped-in music, 
limousine service and witnesses. 
The standard minimum is $15. 


WHY RENO? Because it is 
easy to obtain a marriage li­ 
cense—no blood tests or waiting 
period. It’s uncomplicated by 
red tape and inexpensive. The 
justice of the peace is across the 
street from the license bureau, 
or two blocks away there’s a 
wedding chapel. 
The bureau issued 23.361 mar­ 
riage licenses last year. The 
courts granted 4,366 divorces 
| and the ratio has been climbing 
steadily for almost 10 years. 


BUT THERE is a three-way 
battle 
over 
matrimony. 
The 
chapel operators don’t like the 
Washoe County Ministerial As­ 
sociation, they don't like each 
other, and the clergy opposes 
the chapels. 


“ We try to stay away from 
commercializing it,” said the 
Rev. George Flint, the full-time 
minister of one chapel. “ But 
there's as much cut-throat busi­ 
ness among wedding chapels as 
there is in any other business 
in this city.” 


“CHAPELS FEEL misunder­ 


stood because many denomina- j 
tional churches frown upon the j 
necessary need to charge a 
definite fee,” he said. “ Or be­ 
cause they feel we are cashing 
in on something that is here.” 
But the Rev. Eugene Duncan, 
president of the ministerial asso­ 
ciation, charged that “ some of 
their setups are nothing but 
front organizations and very 
questionable.” 
“ We are not a bit concerned 
about the money. None of our 
churches are depending on mar­ 
riage money for their operation 
anyway,” Duncan said. 


HE EXPLAINED that under 
Nevada law, a wedding chapel 
must operate with an ordained 
minister and qualify as a reli­ 
gious organization with a three- 
member 
board 
of 
directors. 
Duncan said that a group may 
organize, hire a non-denomina­ 
tional minister or ordain a min­ 
ister itself and go into the wed­ 
ding chapel business. 
Duncan said the association in 
1948 adopted a code of ethics in 
which members agreed they 
“ would not be a party to the 
commercialization of marriage.” 
The code prohibits members 
from officiating at marriages in 
chapels, hotels and motels. 
Duncan said the private chap­ 
els “ often are nothing but a 
front organization that met the 
requirements of the law. There 
is no way the government can 
control it because of the separa­ 
tion of church and state.” 


“THE CHURCHES are an­ 
tagonistic toward us because 
their ministers are tip con­ 
scious,” said an operator of one 
of Reno's largest chapels. “ Many 


churches are also too busy and 
they can't handle the people. 
Some have a three-day waiting 
period and that isn't going to 
suit someone who comes from 
California, Oregon or Washing­ 
ton for a weekend.” 
The manager of one of the 
first chapels, Joe Melcher Jr., 
insists that “ Reno is a town 
that caters to tourists and just 
like everybody else, we like to 
make them feel at home and 
give them good service.” 


EVERYBODY AGREES the 
nuptial industry is just about as | 
competitive for couples as the 
gambling casinos are for play­ 
ers. It’s lucrative for the motels 
and hotels, restaurants and even 
the justice of the peace. His 
monthly salary is $260, but his 
annual income is reputed to pass 
the $50,000 a year mark. At elec­ 
tion time there are more can­ 
didates for his job than any 
other on the ballot.

Boy Admits 
Arson In 


Mill Valley 


A 19-year-old Mill Valley boy 
skipped school yesterday and set 
a fire in a neighbor’s garage, 
the second deliberate house fire 
he has started in less than a 
month. 
Admitting the f i r e , which 
caused about $500 damage to a 
wall and contents of the garage 
of Mrs. Lucille De Frem ery of 
164 Locust Avenue, the boy was 
taken by police to Juvenile Hall 
on a charge of arson. 
The boy told officers he left 
home to catch a bus to attend 
the Three-R School in San Ra­ 
fael but decided he was “ too 
tired” and went instead to the 
Park School playground. 
He entered the De Frem ery 
garage at about 10:15 a.m., he 
said, and spotted a can of char­ 
coal lighter fluid. He sprinkled 
f l u i d on newspapers, lighted 
them and walked out, shutting 
the door behind him. There was 
no one at home at the De Frem ­ 
ery residence. 
The boy was eating lunch when 
he heard the fire trucks going 
to the fire. 
On July 2 the same boy ad­ 
mitted to. police d r o p p i n g 
matches to start three fires in 
the home of Wilbur T. Bolstad at 
198 Locust Avenue while the 
Bolstads were camping on Rus­ 
sian River. Damage to the Bol­ 
stad residence was estimated at 
$5,000. 
The boy also admitted start­ 
ing two grass fires during the 
last six months, one at 185 Lo­ 
cust Avenue. 
He was taken to 
Juvenile Hall after the Bolstad

PARIS (UPD — Three masked 
gunmen shot open and rifled 
jewelry showcases in the lobby 
of the fashionable Plaza-Athenee 
hotel early today and then killed 
a cab driver with a stray shot 
while escaping from pursuing 
police. 
Police Commissioner J e a n 
Morin said the stolen jewels, 
most of them from the showcase 
of New York jeweler Harry Win­ 
ston, were worth about a half 
million dollars. 


Russ Escapes Injury 


BONN, Germany (UPD—Alexei 
Adzhubei. Soviet Prem ier Nikita 
S. Khrushchev’s son-in-law, es­ 
caped injury today when a car 
in which he was riding was in­ 
volved in an accident. A private 
automobile carrying Adzhubei 
and an interpreter out of the 
chancellery grounds ran into a 
barrier across the exit gate. 


North Vietnam. It also coincided 
with the disclosure of American 
plans to build up its forces in 
Vietnam by about one third with 
the dispatch of an additional 
5.000 troops to the area.

The fatalities raised to 173 the 
number of Americans killed in 
combat in South Vietnam since 
the beginning of 1961. 
In another turbulent develop­ 
ment, jeering Vietnamese stu­ 
dents today tore down statues of 
France’s war dead while un­ 
arm ed police stood by. The stu­ 
dents were protesting against 
France’s call for neutralization 
of Southeast Asia. It was the 
second anti-French demonstra­ 
tion this month. Earlier, rioting 
students sacked the French em­ 
bassy. 
“ The (South) Vietnamese gov­ 
ernment is free in its actions,” 
Khanh said when he was asked 
about the possibility of striking 
to the north without U.S. con­ 
sent. 
“ We are an independent gov­ 
ernm ent,” he said. 
Khanh said that a northward 
strike by his forces should be 
called “ defense, a counter-at­ 
tack.” 
“ When one uses the word at­ 
tack, one implies that one is an 
aggressor,” he explained, adding 
that the Communists are the 
only aggressors in Vietnam. 
The Vietnamese leader held an 
impromptu news conference at 
his office following a call by U.S. 
Ambassador Maxwell Taylor and 
Admiral U.S. Grant Sharp, new 
U.S. supreme commander in the 
Pacific. 
Khanh has been pushing a 
“ m arch north” campaign for the 
last 10 days, although reliable 
Saigon sources say Taylor has 
asked him to soft-pedal the idea. 
Khanh denied today that he has 
differences with the U n i t e d 
States on this or any other sub­ 
ject.

Rose was the first candidate 
to be interviewed by the Tibu- 
I ron council, driving to Tiburon 
from Samuel P. Taylor State 
Park where he was camping 
with his family. There were 
more than 20 applicants for the 
post;

Rose became tax and license 
collector of Carmel in 1955 and 
in 1956 was elected, unopposed, 
as city clerk.

Rep. Don H. Clausen (R-Crcs- 
cent City) says he had a “ very 
difficult’ decision when he voted 
against the federal mass transit 
bill, which passed the House 212 
to 189.

“ In view of the fact that 1 
did not follow your request to 
support this bill, 1 feel you are 
entitled to know some of the spe­ 
cific reasons for my casting a 
negative vote,” wrote Clausen. 


“ One of the most serious—if 
not the most serious 
problems 
now before the federal govern­ 
ment is an unbalanced budg­ 
et . . . Since we would have 
to borrow the funds to make 
grants under this prorgram to 
local rapid transit districts, it 
does not seem sensible that we 
should authorize an expensive 
new federal aid program of this 
type. 
Then, too, it would have 
been 
wholly 
inconsistent if I 
were to vote for this program 
when I voted for sound fiscal 
economy by opposing the recent 
increase 
in 
the 
federal 
debt 
ceiling." 


Congressman Clausen a l s o 
noted that the Bay Area would 
qualify for only a small percent­ 
age of the federal grant. 


“ To get this federal contribu­ 
tion, we would be obligating 
ourselves to pay federal taxes 
to build local rapid transit sys­ 
tems in New York, Chicago and 
many other parts of the coun­ 
try," he wrote.

$250,000 parking district bonds to 
f i n a n c e double-decking two 
downtown parking lots, but they 
agreed to award the contract to 
the other firm rather than call 
for bids again. 
Afterwards, they signed a con­ 
tract for the actual construction, 
and agreed to modify one phase 
of the job in hope of cutting 
some $24,000 from the total cost. 


Contract for the bonds went to 
Merrill Lynch, Pierce, Fenner 
and Smith of San Francisco, 
whose bid included a net inter­ 
est rate of 1.46 per cent. 


The council waited more than 
30 minutes after the bids were 
opened so bond consultants could 
check the figures. But council­ 
men were warned by a repre­ 
sentative of Stone and Young- 
berg, parking district financial 
consultants, before the compu­ 
tations began that the low bid­ 
der, Dean Witter and Co. of San 
Francisco, 
appeared 
to 
have 
made a fatal mistake. 


Through a clerical error, Wit- 
ter’s schedule of interest rates 
through a period of years failed 
to conform to the city’s technical 
specifications. Councilmen were 
warned this was something that 
could not be waived. 


Since a 
new call 
for bids 
would slow the project’s tim eta­ 
ble, and would also give bidders 
advance knowledge of the fig­ 
ures submitted the first time, 
council men quickly agreed to 
award the contract to the other 
firm. 
Contract for the project itself, 
tentatively approved June 
16, 
was awarded to William J. Nich­ 
olson Co. of Santa Clara. Includ­ 
ed in the vote was an agreement 
to take a “calculated gam ble’’ 


on a new waterproofing tech­ 
nique which, if all goes well, 
will reduce the total cost by 
$23,800 
The technique will involve use 
of a product called “expansive j 
concrete,” which the contractor 
has agreed to substitute, at a

The pre-lunch cocktail hour has long 
been recognized as a hazard in the 
business world. 
Because its hazardous aspects are 
widely recognized, many organizations 
and individuals have contrived safe­ 
guards against it. 
As a result, business is able to go 
on without major handicap or set-back. 
But what is happening to the Marin 
housewife? 


Reports reaching the I-J indicate 
that the pre-lunch cocktail hour is a 
major hazard for socially-minded mat­ 
rons of Marin. 


Except for the unnecessary calories, 
there is nothing much wrong with a 
martini or an old fashioned before 
lunch— but the third and fourth are 
the ones that spell big trouble as any 
non-teetotalling businessman can at­ 
test. 
A large number of Marin women are 
oblivious to this hazard, according to 
the reports we get. 
The ladies’ morning golf game, we 


are told, winds up at the 19th hole, for 
a prolonged session. 
The neighborhood bridge party fre­ 
quently includes a pre-lunch cocktail 
hour, that can extend well into the 
afternoon. And most ladies' luncheons 
for fashion shows and what-not are 
preceded, we are told, by the ubiqui­ 
tous cocktail hour. 
Unlike businessmen, the ladies have 
no “boss back at the office” waiting 
for them to get- back from lunch, so 
some of the ladies tarry too long at the 
bar.

We don t hear of husbands com­ 
plaining because of bum dinners, or 
none at all; but we suspect there are 
some.

Constitutional Revision Group 
Has Important Job To Perform

SACRAMENTO (CNS »-Qui­ 
etly and without much fan­ 
fare, the California Constitu­ 
tional Revision Commission is 
pursuing its work as author­ 
ized by the people in 1962. 
Under the direction of San 
Francisco attorney John Bus- 
terud. a Marin County resi­ 
dent. who is a former assem­ 
blyman and a well known con­ 
stitutional lawyer, the commis­ 
sion will meet Thursday and 
Friday in the Statler-Hilton 
Hotel, Los Angeles, to pursue 
its duties, this time discussing 
recommended drafts for the 
judicial and civil service arti­ 
cles. 


THE COMMISSION is com­ 


posed of 43 citizens, from 
every walk of life, including 
lawyers, professors, business 
men, civic leaders and labor 
officials. 


From the representation, it 
is expected that eventually the 
state will have submitted to it 
a new constitution, covering 
every phase of the present 
document, 
which has been 
amended more than 360 times 
since 
it 
was 
drafted 
and 
adopted by the people on May 
7, 1879. 


It will be up to the people 
to vote on the new draft, as 
the people constitute the final 
authority for adoption of basic 
law of this type.

WHEN THE DRAFT finally 
is ready, it may well behoove 
every citi/en and voter to give 
it a great deal of study. 
No matter what the commis­ 
sion may have in mind, and 
there is no indication so far 
that members are thinking of 
anything other than a revision 
to modernize the document, 
there is always the possibility 
error or omission may rob the 
people of the state of some of 
their original rights. 
Article 1 of the state consti­ 
tution is somewhat along the 
lines of the Bill of Rights con­ 
tained in the national consti­ 
tution. It is supposed to he a 
guarantee 
of 
“ inalienable” 
rights, which free and inde­ 
pendent men arc supposed to 
have. 


IF THE COMMISSION re­ 
words Article 1 so that the 
people 
actually 
have 
sich 
rights which cannot b*' invali­ 
dated by acts of the legisla­ 
ture. then it will haw done a 
good job. The weakness of the 
present constitution is that the 
legislature and courts them­ 
selves can, by new law and 
interpretation of law, rob the 
people of their rights. 
Thus, the members of the 
commission have a grave re­ 
sponsibility to the people of 
the state. 
They can come up with a 
conservative, moderate or an 
extra liberal constitution mere­ 
ly through choice of words. 
However, the job of the com­ 
mission is to present a docu­ 
ment that will, in the final 
sense of the word, continue 
the guarantees citizens voted 
to themselves back in 1879. no 
more, no less.

Water Lands 
Rezoning Views 


Editor, Indcpondent-Journal : 


The rezoning of the Water 
District Lands from Interim D 
zoning to Open Area zoning has 
been referred 
back to the 
Planning Commission by the 
Board of Supervisors and a 
public hearing before the Com­ 
mission is set for Monday, 
Aug. 3. 
This property has been zoned 
Interim D for about thirty 
years. Under Interim D zon­ 
ing single family dwellings and 
duplexes 
are 
permitted 
on 
lots of 7500 sq. ft. 
Various 
agricultural uses such as live­ 
stock 
and 
poultry 
raising, 
farming, nurseries, wood cut­ 
ting and similar uses are al­ 
lowed. Also, with the securing 
of 
a 
use 
permit, 
multiple 
dwellings, 
liotels, 
resorts, 
trailer 
camps, 
recreational 
uses, kennels, stables and ex­ 
traction of earth and rock. This 
type of zoning obviously is not 
suitable for this land and with 
this in mind two years ago the 
Board of Supervisors added the 
new catagory. Open Area, to 
the zoning ordinance. 
Uses 


permitted under O-A are brief­ 
ly various types of recreational 
uses and some agricultural 
uses. Expressly prohibited are 
logging and removal of soil or 
excessive excavation and fill­ 
ing. 
The question of rezoning this 
land was first raised about 
three years ago and such ac­ 
tion then urged by the Conser­ 
vation League. Since then the 
State Division of Beaches and 
Parks has proposed to the 
Water District Board that the 
lands be used jointly as water 
shed and a State park. How­ 
ever, this proposal, which may 
or may not become an even­ 
tuality. is a separate matter 
and should not in any way 
interfere with the present re- 
zoning. 
In these times of rapidly in­ 
creasing population and de­ 
creasing open lands the Con­ 
servation League believes that 
Marin County should preserve 
these very scenic and unspoil­ 
ed areas that now belong to 
the people of the District. The 
pressure to subdivide and de­ 
velop at least the fringes of 
this land is great and protec­ 
tion is needed. Any person or 
group interested in this rezon­ 
ing should attend the Planning 
Commission meeting on Aug. 3.

The French president pro­ 
posed at his second news con­ 
ference of 1964 the neutraliza­ 
tion of all Southeast Asia, in­ 
cluding Vietnam. It was an old 
idea. 
He had proposed it at his 
first news conference of 1964 
last January. The United States 
brushed off the idea then. It's 
brushing it off now. 


THE TROUBLE was that 10 
years ago 14 nations at Geneva 
reached an agreement sup­ 
posed to keep Southeast Asia 
peaceful. It’s been anything 
but. 
Washington’s view was, and 
is, that Red China and the 
North Vietnamese broke the 
agreement. So why think a new 
agreement would be observed ? 
France had held Indochina 
as a colony since the 19th 
Century and showed no signs 
of granting independence until 
some Indochinese got fed up. 


SOME OF THEM, Commu­ 
nist-led under Ho Chi Minh, 
fought the French for seven 
and one-half years and finally 
wrecked them in 1953. 
This was humiliation for the 
French who had to be bailed 
out in two world wars.

Novato's Late Budget Raises 


Many Questions To One's M ind 


T H E NOVATO CITY COUN­ 
CIL held its first public hear­ 
ing and review on the 1964- 
65 city budget last week and 
succeeded in knocking only $9- 
000 off the total budget which 
is $68,150 out of balance. The 
total budget calls for spending 
$841,020 against an income of 
$722.870. 
That one item was for a 
master air conditioner for the 
city hall. It could be elim i­ 
nated because window-type air 
conditioners had already been 
installed, although we don’t re­ 
member them ever being au­ 
thorized by the city council. 
This y e a r ’s budget raises 
many questions in one’s mind, 
compared to previous budgets 
of the City of Novato. The first 
one, why was the budget so 
late? Last year and the year 
before, the council had it in 
May. This year, with a larger 
staff, the council did not get 
the budget until the city had 
been operating on it for two 
weeks. 


CITY ADM INISTRATOR J. 
Julien Baget said it was be­ 
cause he did not have a fi­ 
nance officer. He did not have 
one last year either, but he 
was asking for one. A smaller 
staff got out the set of figures 
for the budget last year, al­ 
though, we grant that the fig­ 
ures were somewhat smaller. 


We don’t think it was the de­ 
partment heads holding it up 
either, because we watched 
them working on departmental 
budgets in March and April. 
Baget also asked that the 
council h o l d its first public 
hearing at the same time that 
it received the budget. Vet­ 
eran Councilman Wayne Wo­ 
mack refused to do this. 
Last December, the council 
raised the pay of c i t y em­ 
ployees, 
which 
included 
a 
raise for Baget of $1.300 per 
year. The council at that time 
set a policy that it would re­ 
view salaries only at the mid­ 
fiscal year or the end of the 
calendar year. 


THIS Y E A R ’S BUD GET had 
the first eight pages on salary 
recommendations, which t h e 
council deleted from any con­ 
sideration because of this pol­ 
icy of the past council. 
The budget has shown an in­ 
crease from year to year in 
the past, reflecting the city’s 


growth. F r o m the 
1960-61 
budget to the 1961-62 budget 
there was a $48.575 increase; 
the next year. $36.116 and last 
year, $138.004 
This year's budget shows a 
whopping $247.565 increase, or 
47 per cent increase over last 
year. It is larger than all of 
the increases in budgets in all 
the history of the city. 
One item in the budget must 
cause some concern to many 
people. That item is rather a 
lack of it. 


W HEN T H E CITY of Novato 
took over the community house 
from the community club, one 
of the main arguments was 
that the building needed re­ 
pairing and t h e community 
club could not afford to make 
the repairs. 
Those repairs were delayed 
by the council when it pur- 
c h a s e d t h e Presbyterian 
Church properties a n d r e ­ 
modeled them for city offices. 
We won’t argue that this was 
not a wise move, because it 
was. The city now has room 
for all its offices in one lo­ 
cation. 
During all this time, the 
community house has been al­ 
most neglected. The past coun­ 
cil did hire Gordon Phillips, 
San Rafael architect, to draw 
plans for complete rehabilita­ 
tion of the building. 


PH ILLIPS TOLD the coun­ 
cil that by spending approxi­ 
mately $50.000, t h e y would 
have a building which could 
not be replaced for $200.000. 
The council authorized part of 
this work to bring the building 
up to electric, plumbing and 
fire codes. 
H o w e v e r , it set aside the 
remaining $15.470 of the build­ 
ing fund to do the work this 
year. It would take about $35.- 
000 from this budget for a 
complete rehabilitation of the 
building. This amount was not 
in the budget, even though it 
is nearly one quarter of a m il­ 
lion dollars more t h a n last 
year’s budget. 
Past members of the com­ 
munity club and others who 
want to see the historic com­ 
munity house preserved sure­ 
ly must regret that the city 
which took over the building 
when it needed it three years 
ago, will not spend the money 
which it said it would to re­ 
pair the building.

But No Office For Him 


Tiburon city councilmen, who 
last night hired a city manager, 
also moved toward finding a city 
hall in which to put him. 
Fred Mantegani, Tiburon busi­ 
nessman. was appointed chair­ 
man of a citizen committee to 
seek a city hall or offices. New­ 
ly appointed City Mgr.

The city now uses Room One 
of Del Mar School as office and 
meeting place, but will have t o ' 
move in a few weeks so the 
Reed School District can pre­ 
pare it for fall classes.

The most resistant fiber« are 
glass, saran. acrylic and poly­ 
ester fibers. Cotton, linen, bright 
acetate, bright nylon and bright 
ravon offer good resistance to 
sunlight and heat; but do not 
rate as well as the first group 
Least resistant are 
dull ace­ 
tate. dull nylon, dull rayon and 
silk.

Reno, long called the “ divorce 
capital of the world,” has be­ 
come also the center of a multi­ 
million dollar industry at the 
opposite end of the spectrum. 


In fact, m arriage licenses out­ 
number divorce decrees five to 
one. 
But 
the 
around-the-clock 
m arriage industry is not over­ 
flowing with bliss. 


FOR THE ORGANIZED clergy 
has accused wedding chapel op­ 
erators of "degrading and com ­ 
mercializing the m arriage rite.” 
The operators, most themselves 
ministers, reply that denomina­ 
tional preachers are angry "b e­ 
cause they feel we are cashing 
in on something.” 


Chapels dot Reno. They offer 
24-hour non-denominational ser­ 
vices with plastic bridal bou­ 
quets for those who don't want 
fresh flowers, piped-in music, 
limousine service and witnesses. 
The standard minimum is $15. 


WHY RENO? Because it is 
easy to obtain a m arriage li­ 
cense—no blood tests or waiting 
period. 
It’s 
uncomplicated 
by 
red tape and inexpensive. The 
justice of the peace is across the 
street from the license bureau, 
or two blocks away there’s a 
wedding chapel. 


The bureau issued 23.361 m ar­ 
riage licenses last year. 
The 
courts 
granted 
4,366 
divorces 
and the ratio has been climbing 
steadily for almost 10 years. 


BUT T H ER E is a three-way 
battle 
over 
matrimony. 
The 
chapel operators don’t like the 
Washoe County Ministerial As­ 
sociation, they don’t like each 
other, and the clergy opposes 
the chapels. 


"W e try to stay away from 
commercializing 
it,” 
said 
the 
Rev. George Flint, the full-time 
minister of one chapel. 
“ But 
there’s as much cut-throat busi­ 
ness among wedding chapels as 
there is in any other business 
in this city.”

Duncan said that a group may 
organize, hire a non^lenomina- 
tional minister or ordain a min­ 
ister itself and go into the wed­ 
ding chapel business. 
Duncan said the association in 
1948 adopted a code of ethics in 
which 
members 
agreed 
they 
“ would not be a party to the 
commercialization of m arriage.” 
The code prohibits members 
from officiating at m arriages in 
chapels, hotels and motels. 


Duncan said the private chap­ 
els "often are nothing but 
a 
front organization that met the 
requirements of the law. There 
is no wav the government can 
control it because of the separa­ 
tion of church and state.”

FIRST TRICK 
Declarer therefore won the 
first trick in dummy with the 
ace of hearts and returned the 
nine of diamonds to the ace.

E ast’s play of the jack indicated 
that he probably did not hold 
the ten. 
South decided to follow the 
evidence. West probably held 
the ten of clubs but not the 
three. There was no way of 
knowing who held the king. 
If West still held K-10 of clubs, 
the situation was hopeless. 
If 
West held only the ten of clubs, 
the contract could be made. 
RUFFS HEART 
South therefore ruffed E ast’s 
heart return and led a trum p to 
dum m y’s king. Now he returned 
the queen of clubs from dummy. 
This was the second half of a 
compound finesse in clubs. It 
trapped E ast’s king and West’s 
ten on the sam e play and as­ 
sured the game and rubber. 
You may wonder if this meth­ 
od of playing the clubs is better 
than just leading out the ace 
and then a low club toward dum­ 
my. It is because West will 
usually step up with the king if 
he starts with just K-x and may 
do so even if he has three to 
the king.
